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EDMONTON’S SUPREMACY PROVEN 
UNDER THE CRUCIAL TEST 

Qnce again the bank clearings tell the oft-repeated story of a permanent and suly 
stantial Ednionton. 

As a reliable indicator in times such as these, the bank clearings are infallible and 
indisputable. In times of speculative activity they undoubtedly reflect a feverish. condition 
which is not a true barometer of legitimate business; but this is not a time of feverish specu- 
lation in Edmonton, any more than it is in any of the other cilies of Western Canada. It is 
a time of steady, rock-bottom, legitimate, hard-fact business, in which the bank clearings ma) 
be depended upon as the measure of the exchange in commerce and industry. 

Edmonton’s increase in bank clearings for the weck ending July 24, 1913, totalled 
$681,995 over the corresponding week last year. Winnipeg’s gain for the same period this 
year over the same period last year, totalled $296,734, while Regina, the next in point of 
gain, showed an increase of only $127,650. There were only two other cities in Canada 
which showed any gains, Brantford, with $72,950, and Halifax with $19,278. All the other 
cities in the Dominion of Canada showed losses in their returns over the corresponding 
period of last year, including among which were such contemporary cities as Vancouver, 
Calgary, Saskatoon and Moose Jaw. Among the older cities, Montreal went back nearly 
three million dollars, and Toronto went back nearly nine.

Girls Are Given a Chance. 


That {t igs not necessary lo delay 
motherly oversight of the girls of the 
street until ‘the city can appoint wo- 
men to its police force, has been prov- 
ed by the first six months’ work of 
Mrs. Thomas H, ‘lyler, Boston’s street 
matron. fk 

About the first of the year the Flor- 
eneo Crittenden League of Compassion, 
desiring to join preventive measures to 
{ts rescue work, rented an apartment 
in the Fenway, and established Mrs. 
Tyler there is homelike surroundings, 
From that centre, night after night she 
has gone about ‘the streets ‘and the 
parks, into the ‘theatres and cafes, 
wherever ‘girls are to be found, and 
has quietly and unobtrustively given 
her help where needed. She has: no 
police authority, no. distinctive dress or 
badge and-does her work by the sheer 
force of her friendliness. The service 
she ‘renders runs the whole gamut of 
girls’ needs. It varies from seeing a 
simple country gin safely on ‘to - the 
right car to plucking swiftly ‘back .an 
equally simple girl fromthe final: mis- 
step, 

She is a ‘friend to girls and her en- 
tire formula of service Is embraced in 
the phrase so often on her lips: “She 
saw I was her friend.” Nor {s it an 
idle formula with Mrs. Tyler. ‘The 
girls she helps are her friends—they 
are not cases; they are individuals who 
need ‘Mrs, Tyler.

PULP INDUSTRY WOULD 
SUCCEED IN ALBERTA 


Vast Stretch of Timber Between Grouard 
and Poace River Crossing that 
Would Be Very Sultable 


That there is a vast stretch of timber 
between Grousurd and Peace ‘River 
Crossing which would keep an up-to- 
the-minute pulp mill going for years, 
was the statement mado to the -Capi- 
tal this morning by H, Milton Martin, 
who recently returned from a trip to 
Hudson's Hope, 

Mr. Martin in disoussing the possi- 
bilities offered for the manufacture of 
pulp In this section of Alberta, stated 
that there were thousands of acres of 
the best timber in the aforementioned 
district ‘that he has ever seen. Hund- 
reds of the trees tower to a helght of 
150 feet, clean and straight, and with 
an average diameter of 42 Inches. 

With the depletion of the timber 
south of the line, the pulp companies 
are even now seeking new flelds, and 
Mr. ‘Martin expressed the opinion this 
type of industry would be established 
on a firm foundation In Central Al-

REGORD HADEN 
BUILDING PERMITS 


Kelowna Has a Fine Showing 
Up-to-Date—New Railway 
Facilities Soon, 


Kelowna, B. C., July 26.—The build- 


ing inspector reported at the weekly 


meeling ofthe city council, that, dur- 
ing the period between January {£ and 
June 30th of this year, building permits 
had been granted, totaling $277,543.00.

Going to Institute Legal Action 
to Recover Accrued Inter- 
est on Issue, 


Regina, July 26.—The city will take 
Jegal-action against the Merchants’ 
Bank of Canada to recover the sum of 
32,258.70 for accrued interest accumu- 
tated during the month of August and 
part of September jas year on a de- 
benvure issue, which the bank, .as pur- 
chasers. of the issue refuse to pay. 
This was the decision of the flnance 
committee and the city solicitor will be 
instructed to immediately put-the ma- 
chinery of the law in motion.

Ball Players, But Slaves, 


Declares 


Artie. Hofman 


In Suit to Recover $3,000 Alleged as Back Pay, from Chicago Nat- 
ionals, Asserts State of Peonage Exists in Organization— 
Articles of Agreement Are Made Public for First Time. 


Chicago, July 26.—The regular profes- 
sional baseball contract, the lnk which 
welds the great chain of organized base- 
ball 1s to be tested in the courts, 

Arthur F. Hofman, former outfielder and 
ulllity man of the Chicago National league 
baseball toam today ‘through his attorney, 
Roy D. Keehan, filed suit against that club 
for $3,000, which he claims {s due him 
as back pay through failure of he club 
managemen to notify him of the termina- 
ton of dls: contract. 

Hoffman's sutt 1s an attack upon the 
yalidity af the contract, which he charges 
creates a peonage system by which the 
player is handled as a chattel. Through 
this system, according to Hofman's sult 
baseball players may he blacklisted and 
kept from ¢arning a living et their pro- 
fession unless in perfest accom with the 
club owners, 

‘The system, Hofinsn says, holds its 
strength through the Jronclad agreement 
existing Detween each And overy club owa- 
er in the Nathonal American and other 
leagues operating under the national agree- 
ment,” 

The case was that of Terry Chappelle, 
stellar outfielder of the Milwaukee Ameri- 
can assoclatton club. 

Sold Like Prize Steer 

“Mrs, Agnes Havenor owns the. Milwau- 
kee club,” Sald the lawyer. ‘She decided 
40 sell Chappelle and went about ft in much 
the same manner as a farmer about to sell 
a prize steer. She advertised among other 
baseball club owners for bids for her 
prize, 

“The Dids were opened today, It is sald, 
however, that the bid of Owner Comiskey, 
of! the White Sox, has been of such size 
as to practically end all other negotiations. 
But the player, 4 thoroughly human man 
—is to be sold, just as negroes were solid 
before the civil war, to work for a new 
master,” 

‘A contract binding an individual to such 
cnoditions as Hofinan declares exiat under 
the regular’ baseball contract is held to be 
invalidated thnough its self-contained con- 
trol of the player's life, : 

Through Hofmsan's sult tha regular con- 
‘tract of every player with the Chicago Na- 
tional league ball club is given to the pub- 
Me for the first time. Hofman filed a blank 
contract as part of his bill of particu- 
lars, A 

Slons Away Rights 


In addition to the regular contract, Hof- 
man declares that he signed a fet of 
“articles of agreoment” by which he was 
bound to agree to the rulings of the Ne- 
‘tlonal committee and the national agrce- 
ment (of the club owners.) He quotes 
& paragraph of ‘his set of articles labeled 
“Section -10"' as follows: 

“Itis further understood snd agreed pe- 
tween both parties to this cantract that 
they will respect and bide by the consti- 
tution, rules snd edicts of such league, 
subject only to an appeal for final sdjudl- 
Cation to the national commission and also 
respect and abide by all of the provisions 
and conditions of the national agreement 
and rules of the national commission.” 

It 1s this garagraph Hofman charges, 
that makos ithe baseball players’ life pacti- 
cally a slavery, Hofman then gives con- 
siderable space in his bill to giving a re- 
sume of the league rulings tending to 
bring about thts condition. The bill con- 
tinues:

Can't Be Hired Agaln 
“And the plaintiff further allezez that 
one of the rules of the Jeague was an 
agreement by each and every individual 
member thereof that any player hired or 


employed by any one of the members of 
he league could not be hired or amployed 
by any other member without the consent 
of the member having or haviag had the 
said player under contract, whether the 
contract had expired or not, and could 
not be released: from the contract by the 
menvber of the league hiring him without 
‘the written consent of each and every other 
member of tho slad league, which sald 
written release or consent ts commonly 
called .a watver, 

“It 43 further alleged that the league, to- 
gether with the American league snd cor- 
tain other leagues, had entered into a com- 
hination or confedbration, agroeing tat any 
player hired by a member of any of the 
sald leagues could not be hired by any 
other member of any of Said leagues and 
that in the event of a disagreement be- 
ween the player and @ member of the 
league so hiring tim no other member of 
any of the leagues could hire him without 
ocouring the written consent of the mam- 
ber having first had the player under con- 
tract. 

Compelled to Play. 

In detailing the specific case by which 
he clatms $3,000 damages, Hofman de- 
Clares that he was injured in June, 1011, 
by Deing hit on the head with a baseball. 
The injury, Hofman declared entitled nim 
to a lay-off of 15 days to recuperate. In 
spite of his injury, Hofman says, he played 
on at the orders of the club manage- 
ment, i 

The injury affected his playing, Hofman 
continues, to such an extent that the Chic- 
ago club management sent him to play for 
Pittsburg. Hofman says hoe never re- 
ceived notice of the termination of his 
Ohicago contract and therefore claims full 
pay during the life of the contract—from 
April, 1011, until October, 1942. 

Not only did the Chicego club refuse to 
pay this back pay and fai} to give release 
natice to entitle them %o this rofusal, Hof- 
msn says, but thst the Chicago manage- 


ment even prevented his signing articles 
of agreement with another baseball club,

In- 
Stead of a home plate a single stake Is 
used, the batter being out If this fs 
struck with a pilched ball, as in 
cricket, — 

A game consists of but a single In- 
ning, ‘and: is’ finished when every man 
Playing has had his turn at bat, a 
consummation which may be reached 
{n anywhere from four to ten days. 
A-man continues batting until he Is 
cut, His turn may be productive of 
a score of anywhere from nothing to 
several hundred runs. A.rur is scored 
as in two old cat, every time the man 
who runs for the batter makes the 
journey to and from a stake distant 
about the interval between home plate 
and first basa. 

The game to be described was be- 
tween the teams of the villages of 
Fauga-sa and Paso Pago, respectively, 
champions of tho leeward and the 
windward side of‘the island of Tutufla. 
Chief Malatoba of Fauga-sa won the 
toss and sent Pago Pago to bat. 

There was a tense silence as the 
pitcher. unwound and delivered. the 
first ball, but‘as Mauga stepped for- 
ward and laced it out for a screamin 
drive high above the council house an 
into the sea, bediam broke — forth. 
While the tithe imbed Fauga-sa fielder 
went darting like a seal through the 
water after the ball Mauga’s runner, 
his every nerve and muscle strained 
to Its utmost,. was piling up the runs 
for Pago Pago. : 

Five times he had. made the courso 
and the swimmer had only reached the 
ball and thrown {t awlavardly toward 
‘tthe shore to a teammate close behind 
him. Thvice more, the runner made the 
distance and ttie ball was only at the 
beach. Mauga signalled for still an- 
other affort, and the gsamey fellow 
whirled about for a last try. Half 
way up from the shore a Fauga-sa 
fielder fumbled the ball and looked 
safe for the runner, when a fragmant 
of cooa husk caused him to turn his 
ankle and purge. headlong into the 
gnarled bowl of breadfruit tree, where 
he was tagged out. 

On the second day a storm came up, 
and on that and the two following 
days there was a gale of wind with al- 
most incessant raln. Through it all the 
game ivent merrily on and despite un- 
favorable conditions Pago Pago con- 
tinued to add to its score until, avhen 
the last man was aut on the fifth day, 
a total of 1,380 runs had been chalk- 
ed up to Hs credit. 

By this time. the fine weather had 
set In again, Dut even with that in 
their favor, it did not seem possible 
for the Fauga-sa players to equal the 
tremendous score whioh faced them, 
and when 23 batters went out the first 
day for a paltry 300 runs, the situation 
seemed more hopeless tha noyer. 

The first man to face the batting on 
what proved to be the final day of the 
match ~vas a youth called Johnny, 
who had learned baseball while em- 
ployed as a dishwasher in the galley 
of the American gunboat stationed In 
the whandor. Swimming confident, 
Johnny swung wide armed onto the 
first ball pitched and slammed it over 
th top of the highest palms and into 
a running stream, 

Down the brook ft: went, bobbing 
Merrily on its way to the besith, and 
before it was recovered the swift foot- 
ed runner had traversed the course a 
dozen tmes. 

The final batter was en old man 
wilh weak eyes, who, after missing 
tavo halls, caught the third on the edge 
of the bat and shot it high up Into the 
top of a towering cocoanut tree. Lika 
a shoal of sharks the Pago Pago fleld- 
ers, with Gutstretohed hands, crowded 
beneath the preofously freighted palm. 

Once, twice, thrice, four times and 
finally five times he goos, and then 
one of the umpires waves his umbrella 
and anbounces that Fauga-sa Ins 
won the game,
